How can an elected official who is there for 
the betterment of the community do that? 
Robert Young can say his land purchase 
was “technically” legal, but he had to play 
through hoops to do it. If the people have 
to ask if something is illegal, then it should 
be common sense you don’t take advantage 
of the situation. Trustee Oddy’s use of his 
shell company, First Step Properties, LLC, 
to hide his name behind unethical activities 
demonstrates a lack of good judgment and 
integrity. These loopholes are a source for 
problematic officials in our town and our 
country. 

I stand by everything I have mentioned 
in my previous letters. To volunteer the last 
chapter of my life and do something good. 
I am only following my heart and letting 
God take care of the rest. Everything 
happens for a reason, and I truly believe 
that is why I am in this position at this point 
in my life. I will bring Sumpter Township 
forward for a better tomorrow.

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City sets meeting 
to hire interim city 


manager, police chief

The Belleville City Council set a special 
meeting for 6 p.m. Monday, Feb. 10, with 
hopes of hiring an interim city manager 
and a police chief. 

Private interviews by a panel of police 
professionals assembled by retired 
Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman, had 
been set for Feb. 5. Thirteen applicants 
for part-time police chief were to be held 
every half hour all day and then a list of 
recommended applicants presented to the 
Civil Service Commission who planned to 
certify the panel’s decision at a 4:30 p.m. 
CSC meeting that day. The list would then 
be sent to the council and the top applicant 
could then be hired by the council on 
Monday. 

The vote on the special meeting was taken 
at Monday’s regular meeting of the council 
— and City Manager Diana Kollmeyer’s 
last day on the job before retiring. 

When four finalists, out of more than 400 
applicants for Kollmeyer’s job, failed to 
return their questionnaires before a planned 
day of interviews, the city was left without 
a single candidate for the job. City officials 
reached out to several sources to find 
someone to serve as fill-in city manager 
until one could be hired. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley announced they 
received just one letter of interest for the 
appointment of interim city manager. 

Councilman Ken Voigt said that person 
had a strong resume and a lot of experience 
and he thought they should approach that 
person with a committee. He and Mayor 
Pro Tem Jesse Marcotte planned to meet 
immediately with the interested applicant 
for interim city manager. 

It was noted by a Plante Moran 
representative that the state of Michigan is 
starving for professionals to lead cities and 
with Belleville being a small city it didn’t 
have the money to compete with larger 
municipalities for those available. 

An agreement with this unnamed 
professional is expected to be brought 
to Monday’s meeting, along with the 
preferred police chief candidate for hire. 
Chief Berriman’s last day was Jan. 31. 

Both Berriman and Kollmeyer were to 
donate their time to be present at city hall 
for the police chief interviews on Feb. 5, 
although they were not to be present during 
the interviews. Berriman, however, did 
plan to be in the room for the interviews of 
the three internal candidates in case there 
were questions on them from the panel. 

The internal candidates are Cpl. Todd 
Schrecengost and Officers Bart Devos and 
Tim Trombley. 

Kollmeyer said by volunteering 
Wednesday to help with the police 
interviews, “I can walk away knowing my 
job was completed.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting,

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VBT DDA approves new 10-year Capital Improvement Plan

At its regular meeting Jan. 28, the Van 
Buren Township Downtown Development 
Authority approved a new Capital 
Improvement Plan with 18 projects over the 
next 10 years. 

Dave Nummer and Carmelle Tremblay of 
Wade Trim said the VBT DDA needs a new 
list of projects since it has completed all the 
projects on its old list. Wade Trim was hired 
to assist in putting together the new plan. 

The two passed out booklets presenting the 
projects and then discussed the prioritized 
projects one by one, with the most important 
at the beginning of the list. 

1. Traffic studies - including the 
Belleville Road corridor, Yost Road to 
Ecorse (converting from four-lane to three- 


land roadway -- “road diet”), converting 
Belleville from Ecorse to Tyler into three- 
lane roadway; truck route study, pedestrian 
traffic study, proposed ring road traffic study, 
and Quirk/Belleville Road traffic signal 
warrant study (various cost estimates); 

2. Belleville Road improvements 
from Tyler to Ecorse -- including center 
left-turn lane ($5.1 million), sidewalk 
extension north of Tyler ($500,000), Tyler- 
Belleville Road intersection improvements 
($100,000), street lights ($1.5 million), bury 
power lines ($20 million); 

3. Concrete joint repairs on Belleville 
Road between I-94 and Belleville Lake 
Bridge -- cost estimate $1.4 million; 

4. Tyler Road sidewalk, east of Belleville 
Road to Haggerty Road -- cost estimate

Sumpter meeting gets 
raucous, official tape of 
meeting has no sound

During the regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees on 
Jan. 14, former Trustee Sheena Barnes 
got up to address the subject of ballots 
being destroyed in past elections that was 
mentioned in a letter to the editor in the 
Independent. 

Actually, the subject was first broached 
by Clerk Esther Hurst who read a statement 
on the integrity of the elections in Sumpter. 
(This was printed in full in the Jan. 16 
Independent.) 

Then Treasurer Ken Bednark said since 
both Maria Beaudrie, who allegedly told 
Barnes about ballots being destroyed, and 
Barnes were in the audience, it could get 
straightened out right then. Just ask them, 
he suggested. 

Bednark said he’d been approached by 
residents and Nelson Po spoke with people 
who said he couldn’t win because they 
throw away the votes. He said Barnes was 
told by Beaudrie and people who’ve been 
in the township a long time. 

Bednark said that Trustee Tim Rush said 
the same thing a year ago. Bednark asked 
the board to investigate. 

Attorney Rob Young said Po was a 
bad source and all the ballots have to be 
accounted for. 

Beaudrie said she told Barnes that 
ballots for Barnes’ write-in campaign that 
had Barnes’ name spelled wrong were 
discarded. 

Barnes said that wasn’t what Beaudrie 
told her. When attorney Young started 
talking about laws and how the ballots have 
to be handled, Barnes told him to keep out 
of the discussion and when he wouldn’t, 
she told him to shut up. 

When Supervisor John Morgan 
intervened, Barnes told him to shut up, too. 
And, when Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke directed her to leave, she 
told him to shut up, too. 

After Luke said he was going to eject her 
for disturbing a public meeting, she said 
she would leave on her own and would not 
be ejected. 

Reportedly, Chief Luke taunted her with, 
“Bye, Sheena,” several times as she left the 
meeting room, with Barnes replying, “Shut 
up,” each time. She got the last word.

meeting that was shown on cable 
television reportedly had no sound. The 
thumb drive that was produced with a 
recording of the meeting in response to a 
Freedom of Information Act request by the 
Independent, had sound that was garbled 
and unintelligible. With some special 
handling by the Independent the sound was 
produced in parts good enough to hear. 

The new $60,000 recording system at the 
township had not been working properly 
since it was installed last year and finally 
had been successfully cablecasting in the 
township. But the cablecast of the Jan. 14 
meeting was a step back, viewers said. 

The Independent had to leave the meeting 
after the work/study session before the 
regular meeting started, to attend another 
meeting. 

In other business at the Jan. 14 meeting, 
the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory of 
Leroy Campbell, an employee of the water 
department, who died Dec. 25; 

e Received and filed all the reports on the 
agenda, that usually are presented orally, 
including reports by the attorney, water 
and sewer, police, building / ordinance, 
fire, treasurer, and supervisor; 
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e Voted 6-1 to approve advertising for 
and hiring a new water department worker 
to replace Leroy Campbell, with Treasurer 
Bednark voting no. Bednark said he thought 
the board had voted for a moratorium on 
new hires and Trustee Matt Oddy said that 
was just for new positions. Bednark said 
performance reviews have not been done 
in that department and so they really don’t 
know if that position needs replacing; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointment 
of Katrina Guisgand to the Board of 
Review with a term to expire Jan. 1, 2023. 
Bednark asked if Guisgand was in the 
audience and she wasn’t. He said he didn’t 
know anything about her and he asked 
Supervisor Morgan to tell him something 
about her and he said he didn’t know. It 
was pointed out this is a reappointment and 
she has served before; 

e Approved the resolution setting poverty 
guidelines for 2020; 

e Approved the resignation of fire fighters 
Collin Lynch, as of Jan. 6, and Courtney 
Frost as of Jan. 8; 

e Approved the hiring of Joseph Jackson as 
a paid, on-call fire fighter contingent upon 
him passing a physical and a drug test. He 
introduced himself and said he has lived 
on Bohn Road in Sumpter Township since 
2009, with his wife and three children; and 

e Heard Clerk Hurst announce the March 
10 election and the 2020 Census.
